settfed and brought forward into a stikte ot 
prosperity by British Capital ; for wtifcii 
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they are, at tKis iibment, and are likely to 
continue to be, largely in arrears to England. 
Tills impression will be found upon enquiry 
to be almost groundless and : ^lacious. On 
tke contrary it ivill appear by a fair statement * 
of *prp arid con, of debit and credit, that this 
country is actually and greatly beneiSted by 
her tonnection with the Dutch Coloi^ies* 
Xhe ^hole permanent loans to the Dutch 
Colonies, do not exceed a million sterlinff. 
The tempprajry advances do not exceed 
half a million more, and these advances 
besides being annually liquidated, ape the 
support pf a most lucrative trade to this 
cciuntry. For these considerations England 

receives knnually taxes alone, to the amount

which would evince an intention. of giving 

freedom to people not qualified to exercise 

it prudently and .wisely. — I think it wiUnot^ 

be contended now, that the blacks of Hayti

hess in their present state of freedom than 
they formerly did in a state of slavery. 
France has lost (perhaps for ever) all, the 
benefits that valuable colony afforded, and 
the poor black inhabitants themselves are 
much more miserable than before. Let us 
be particularly cautious to guard agaiiist 
similar dreaiiful consequences of revolt in 
the British West India Colonies'; arid then, 
as a friend to humanity, as the Negroes* 
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friend and well-wisher, I should be * gra- 
tified in knowing, that the Slave Trade with 
Africa woura he discontinued totally, and 
not another slave be brought frojqi thence 
btf any nation, or under any pretence 
whatever; but if the trade were to be 
continued by any nation whatever, I would, 
from the same feelings of philanthropy^ 
and in commiseration to the poor sufferers, 
contend most anxiously that the trade 
^should be carried . on by the British prin- 

dpally, and, if possible, by the British

strict regulations for preven^yg imprppri- 
cties in the mode of conveyi^ig the poor 
Negroes from Africa to otlier rountries. ;. i..

Mr. Mungo Parke, who had the opportunity

of being an eye-witness to the fact. 

Mr. Parke being obliged to take passage 
from Africa in an American ship, with ooe 
of these unregulated cargoes of slaves, he 
gave the following ^atement : — The mode 
of confining and securing Negroes in the 
American slave ships, (owing chiefly to the 
weakness of their crews) hemg abundant Jy 
more rigid and severe than in British vessels 
employed in the same traffic^ niade these 
poQj: ^ creatures to suffer greatly, and a ge* 
neral sickness prevailed amongst them. 

It is asserted, that' the Negroes already 
imported into the old British Colonies in th« 
W^est In^e$, are sufficient, with suitable 
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C3.te and a^ttention, to continue by projpia^- • 
tion the number found requisite for th^eif . 
cultivation;, without any ftirtheif intrpduption 
tof slaves immediately from Africa ; but tb,^ 
fact is, that of the Negroei^ ipijported ^to 
the old Colonies from Africa, a gre^t num- 
ber are disposed of io other mode§ th^n in 
the cultivation of the soil. To such a$ have 
^;iot sufficiently informed themselves lipoi^ 
Ijkf subject, I §ha^l describe some of the 
several means by which the old Colonieaj 
have been^ and are likely to l», in a great 
degree, curtailed of their original comple- 
ment, and must naturally require further 
supplies. 

Kegi^oes are bought by the British Go- 
vernment for soldiers, and several Complete 
regimjents have been already raised put of 
tb^ general stock ; which plan of recruiting 
the aji^iny, for that partDfctisenivorld, is likely 
to be continued as l<m^ as Great Britain 
wishes to retain her Colonies* 

Another cause of drain from the ^v^^t^ 
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Stock, is the supply of seamen for the vessels 
owned by mercantile adventurers, who pre- 
fer having their vessds navigated by their 
own people, than submit to the irregularities 
and the caprice of British sailors. 

Another, and still more important, cause 
for further importations of slaves, is the ne* 
cessity of an augmentation of labour, in 
order to. recruit the soil, (now in a great 
measure exhausted of its natural fertility) 
by the necessary assistance of manure. 

It frequently occurs, that owners emanci-r 
pate, and release from slaverj% some of their 
slaves : — the writer is acquainted with one 

• a 

gentleman, who, upon leaving the West 
Indies a few years ago, emancipated four^ 
teen of his domestics. 

It is common for Negroes to purchase 
their o\m freedom; and desertions to thi§ 
country are in frequent practice. It follows 
then; that a supply, correspondent to these 
various cau£:s, is required to keep up the 
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stock originally found necessary for the cul- 
tivation of the Colonies.

The British Colonies, however, want very 
few slaves, compared to the demands of 
the Americans;. Spaniards, Dutch and For-

tuguese ; and these few for the British Co- 
lonies would be the only deduction from the 
number that would be exported from Africa, 
were the British alone to prohibit the trade, 
and totally desert the unoffending, ill-fated 
Africans. 

Mr. Pitt was not only eminent for ex- 
traordinary genius, for greatness of concep-* 

tion, acuteness and strength of judgment,

and extent of capacity, but for sound and 

practical wisdom. His objects were the 
good of his country, and the welfare of so- 
cieiy . He was generally accusto med to accu- 
rate examination of fact and experience, and 
not to form theories from chimerical fancies. 
The abolition of the Slave Trade vhe prd- 
fessed to be his aim, and he wxll understood 
it to be the popular desire, but he saw 
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plainly the dahger, tliisi hiih, the Ineificacy of 
that trade being aboh'shed by England only ; 
ahd it seeihed evident, that the abolition . 
would hot take place till he could bring all 
the othei' European powersj arid America, to 
join thei-eih, and to commence together the 
humane ahd philanthropic work. 

I will not offer dny slight to your under- 
standing, my Lord, by attempting to point 
oiit to you the^extent of the evil to the com- 
mercial interest of this country, involved in 
the decision of a total and immediate Abo- 
lition of the Slave Trade, if carried into 
effects^ En gland *only.
